Registry Inspection Station 

Spot Check System Enlarged 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles,' 
Richard E. McLaughlin today is- j: 
sued notice to .'>500 Mas.sachu- ( 
setts official inspection stations 
and 10.000 adjusters that he has 
ordered ail Registry enforcement 
men to take part in a concerted, 
spot check system during the 
(Spring inspection period from 
April one through May 15. The 
drive will make certain that in- ; 
speotion.s are being conducted in 
the proper manner according to 
law. Any station not fulfilling the 
obligations and responsibilities to 
■either the Commonwealth or the 
public will be suspended. 

McLaughlin said that while in¬ 
spection stations are checked pe¬ 
riodically by the equipment field 
istaff, this is the first time that 
(the entire Registry in force is 
being required to participate in 
an intensive program to check 
the techniques, integrity, and the 
Avork of, the stations and their 
personnel. These techniques in¬ 
clude: a ire-inspection of a per¬ 
centage of the vehicles which 
have been issued stickers, obser¬ 
vations of inspections from vari¬ 
ous vantage points, and unan¬ 
nounced spot checks on the prem¬ 
ises. 

The Registrar stated, “When it 
is determined that vehicles are 
not being inspected in accordance 
with instructions, approval of the 
station will he immediately sus¬ 
pended and may subsequently be 
revoked. We are determined to 
eliminate from our official sta¬ 
tions those which are knowingly 
and willfully disregarding in¬ 
structions and jeopardizing the 
'health and safety of the public. 
While the established fee is only 
$1, it is only fair that Stations 
do a complete inspection and we 
intend that this shall be done.” 

Owners and operators also 
have a responsibility to see that 
the inspection is complete. Equip¬ 
ment to be checked to determine 
dtf they are in good order in¬ 
cludes: brakes, stop lights, lights, 
horn, exhaust system, steering 
gear, windshield, windshield 
cleaner, number plates, rear win¬ 
dows, tires, fenders, hampers, ex-

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Everybody Loses 


One of the reasons given for the crisis which ended in the de¬ 
valuation of the British pound was the disruptive effect of continu¬ 
ing strikes by British workers, One cannot help wondering whether 
: similar pattern is developing in the United States. With increas¬ 
ing frequency, near catastrophic strikes are occurring, and in nearly 
every case so far, one of two things has happened. The strike de¬ 
mands are met, usually after government intervention, or the struck 
enterprise simply closes its doors permanently. The latter was the 
case with a number of New' York newspapers and currently a sim¬ 
ilar fate is threatening the permanent closure of major copper min¬ 
ing operations in Nevada. 

The, strike against the copper industry has been going on for 
nearly a year. It may end in the death of the Nevada mining com¬ 
munities of Ely,,Ruth, and McGill, all of which may become ghost 
towns and monuments to intransigent warfare between labor and 
industry. 

During the months that the copper strike has been in force, 
there has been a steady exodus of people from these Nevada com- 
. mnities. The former mayor of Ely says, “It has just knocked the 
cops out from under the entire community. Before the strike, Ely 
vas growing, and a lot of people were building new homes. But 
vow, we're losing many of our best citizens every day.” 

One striker commented, “I’d go back to work tomorrow for the 
.-ante old wage if they would let me. But we’re caught in the mid¬ 
dle. ..” Meanwhile, as the strike drags on, the copper needs of the 
nation have been met by imports which have substantially aggra¬ 
vated our international balance of paymetns problems. When strikes 
: re carried to such extremes, it is only a question of time before 
■public resentment bring a correction in the form of restrictive leg¬ 
islation governing labor-industry relations.

Tips on how to get a quicker 
and more satisfactory response 
from the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion were set out in a check list 
released by VA for veterans and 
their families. 

The Veterans Administration 
office at Boston gave the fol¬ 
low'! ng advice: 

Contact your local VA office, 
not the VA office in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. for speedier service. 

Bring a copy of your discharge 
iform when you first seek . a 
benefit.. 

Use your full name and ad¬ 
dress in all correspondence. 

Report changes of address to 
VA promptly. 

Include your “C” number or 
file number when you write 
about claims. 

When writing about insurance, 
include policy number. 

Make sure your .insurance lists 
the right beneficiary. 

(VA can pay insurance only 
to beneficiaries whose names are 
on record, so be sure to update 
with marriages, death, divorces, 
etc.) 

'Save time and money and avoid 
lapse of insurance by having 
your premiums deducted from 
your monthly VA checks. 

If you do not receive monetary 
benefits from VA, pay your in¬ 
surance quarterly, semi-annually 
or annually — rather than 
monthly — to save money on 
premiums. 

VA said beneficiaries of vet¬ 
erans, when writing about pen¬ 
sion or compensation, should give 
the name of the deceased veter¬ 
an and his “XC” number, as well 


benefits to older veterans and de¬ 
pendents. 

In addition to explaining these 
new benefits, the 1968 edition of

The 
National Firearms Act, passed 
n 1934, controls “gangster-type” 
weapons such as machine guns 
and sawed-off shotguns. 

No organized group, represent¬ 
ing any interests, has ever testi¬ 
fied against, putting bazooka-type

Adults require similar spots 
to satisfy their togetherness 
instincts. Women do their gab¬ 
bing in the beauty parlor, or 
over a card table at the weekly 
afternoon bridge session.

Almost any sporting goods 
store has a spot where a group 
of men can gather around and 
compare notes about fish and 
fishing. Here a man can look, 
listen and learn. 

As a member of the local hot 
stove league he can finger a 
new lure, or flex a new rod 
without a cent in his pocket. 

He can listen to the big boys, 
compare notes with fellow 
anglers, learn to stretch the 
truth in telling about his own 
fishing exploits, and find out 
where the best fishing holes 
are. 

Membership in this great 
angling fraternity is not regu¬ 
lated by income, position, or a 
man’s ancestors. All he needs 
to become initiated into this 
organization is to prove that 
he’s as anxious to get out on 
the water as the others. If he’s 
a fisherman, he’s welcome to 
pull up a chair and become a 
member of the group. 

So, men, if you’re not already 
a member of your local angler's 
hot stove league, the Mercury 
lads suggest you go down to the 
tackle store and join up. 

Of course, it won’t compare 
with actually being out on the 
water, but remember, the next

Internaf Revenue Service News 


Income tax refunds of 3,$75 
taxpayers in Massachusetts, wiho 
filed Forms 1040 and 1040A with¬ 
out correct Social Security num¬ 
bers, are being held up in proc¬ 
essing. 

Even if the IRS is able to veri¬ 
fy the correct number from So¬ 
cial Security Administration rec¬ 
ords, there is a delay in process¬ 
ing the refund, William E. Wil¬ 
liams, IRS District Director said. 

If the IRS has to contact the 
taxpayer to obtain a correct So¬ 
cial Security number, which is 
vital in identifying the return 
for processing by computers, 
there is generally further delay, 
he said. 

Other types of taxpayer errors 
are slowing IRS computer proc¬ 
essing at the IRS Service Center 
in Andover, where Massachusetts 
returns are processed, Mr. Wil¬ 
liams noted. Most of these errors 
occur because the instructions 
sent to taxpayers with returns 
are not .being followed. 

Up to last week, he reported 


•1,604 returns had been filed with¬ 
out the necessary signatures. 
These will have to be sent back 
to the taxpayers before refunds 
can be processed. 

Mistakes in arithmetic, another 
common cause for refund delay, 
so far total 5,889 and returns 
where taxpayers have used the 
wrong tax table total 14,141. 

The IRS Service Center in An¬ 
dover had processed 501,800 re¬ 
funds of Massachusetts taxpayers 
for a total of $81,700,158.61, Mr. 
Williams said.

About Wet Brakes 

BOSTON — Motorists who 
drive through water-flooded 
Streets should beware of losing 
braking power, the Automobile 
Legal Association warned today. 

“Test your brakes immediate¬ 
ly after driving through pud¬ 
dles,” Philip C. Wallwork, ALA 
safety director, urged. “If the 
brakes do not respond to pres¬ 
sure after wetting, press down 
lightly on the brake pedal and 
drive slowly for about 30 sec¬ 
onds. 

“The friction caused will dry 
out the brake linings very quick¬ 
ly. This action could well prevent 
serious accidents’ through the 
coming days when flooding will 
he a serious threat on many 
roads in New England,” Wall- 
work said.

To he reimbursed 
under medicare does it-make any 
difference if 1 rent or buy the 
wheelchair? 

A. Beginning with January 1, 
1968, medicare will help pay for 
either rental or purchase of med¬ 
ical equipment such as wheel¬ 
chairs, hospital beds, etc. 

Q. I will be 65 in 1968. I am a 
;school teacher and only worked 
one year under social security 
during the war. Will I be entitled 
to hospital insurance benefits 
when I reach age 65? 

A. Yes. Under the new law, you 
will only need 3 calendar quar¬ 
ters—or about % of a year of 
work under social security to 
qualify for hospital insurance 
benefits under medicare.
